MURDERED AND HANGED TO TREE 


Howl of IhtiJABMl Victim Alone Left US 


Kvldoneenf the Crime. 


Springfield, Mo., Dec. 4.—Farmerswho 


cauie to this city yesterday from Kogers- 
vllle, fifteen miles southeast, bring news 
of a ghastly dliicovery near thcro. In a 
•oclndtsd spot tn a vuit tract of wild land 
was found suspended from a tree tho bead 
of a wan. 
Tho body had decayed and 


fallen to tbe ground and been devoured 
by bogs. Investigation showed that the 
remains were those of a man 70 yearn old 
who was known in tho neighborhood as 
"Old Man Bohoeneybaker," but which 
was not his name. He has been missing 
slnco Sept. SiO, and It Is now suspected 
tbnt be wns murdered and his remains 
bung there by tbe murderers. 


Tbe old man lived with a farmer nam- 


ed Soboonoybakor, and this Is why he 
wns known by that name. Young Sobo 
enebaker left homo during the summer 
and worked In Arkansas, leaving his 
wife, tho aged man and a hired hand in 
charge of the farm. 
During Hcboeueba- 


fcer's absence the hired roan and Mrs. 
Boboeuobaker circulated tho report tbat 
the old man had attempted to amiault 
Mrs. 
Hohonabaker's 3-yoar-old daughter. 


The old man disappeared and was seen 
no mom until his body was found ycntor- 
day. 
No ono bollovod the stories told 


about him, and tho neighbors suspected 
that he root with foul play. Investiga- 
tion bad frequently been talked of, but 
nothing was done. 
When the body was 


found much excitement was created, and 
an Investigation Is in progress.

n the situation either in Cuba or Spain 
before President Cleveland departs from 
his strict uon-lnteiferenco rule. 
When 


this change will come no one can foretell. 
It may oomo in a week, or It may not be 
for several months. It Is regarded by tbe 
president as Improbable that Spain will 
bo able to stave off a real crisis In Cuban 
affairs beyond tbe present winter, and he 
realizes that conditions may arise at any 
time whloh will warrant Intervention or 
some other form of action by tbo United 
States. 


•'I think you will find that tbe presi- 


dent will Indicate very dourly In his mes- 
sage tbat Spain cannot expect tho United 
States to remain neutral rnuoh longer If 
there is not a decided Improvement In 
Cuban affairs at an early date. 


"Tho president 
will act promptly 


enough If the circumstances justify It. 
He will not be deterred by any fear ot em- 
barrassing tbo Incoming administration. 
If ho should act he would be reasonably 
sure beforehand that his course would 
meet the approval of tho Republican con- 
gress. No one can say that tho president 
will not Intervene to bring about ponce 
In Cuba before tho ond of his term of
